The earliest 
recorded life policy was issued in June 
IS, 1583. and provided that if a cer- 
tain "William Gybbons, shall die with- 
in 12 months the underwrites would 
pay £383 Cs. Sd, the premium being 
at the rate of 8 per cent.

With its practically 92,000,000 as 


shown by announcement by the cen- 
sus bureau of the total population, 
the Continental United (States exceed- 
ed the advance estimate of the bureau 
to the extent of 2,400,000.

METHOD OF INDUCING SLEEP

We undress, 
we place ourselves in a comfortable 
position, we close our eyes. We be- 
lieve and expect that we are going to 
sleep, and the result is—sleep. One 
of the great preventatlves of sleep Is 
the fear of not sleeping. Once this 
fear Is broken down, we sleep. The 
Insomniac worries about his Insomnia, 
and this very worry deepens the mis- 
chief. Hence the sufferer should sug- 
gest to himself again and again: "If 
I sleep, well; if I don't sleep I will at 
least gain rest by keeping my mind 
calm and my body relaxed." 
In a 


word, our chances of getting sleep in- 
crease if we assume the 
external 


physical attitude which corresponds 
to sleep, if we relax every muscle and 
let It stay relaxed, if we breathe light- 
ly and*regularly, if we call:up the 
imaginations of a sleeping person, and 
talk and think sleep to ourselves, re- 
peating silently and in a quiet dreamy 
fashion such a 
formula 
as 
this: 


"There is no reason why I should not 
sleep. My mind is at peace. Sleep is 
coming. I am getting sleepy. I am 
about to sleep. I am asleep."

Treating Tree Wounds. 


Plastic slate, that is to say, mold- 


able slate, is a mixture formed by 
combining about one part of coal tar 
and four parts of slate dust and is 
recommended 
for covering 
large 


wounds in trees. This mass must be 
about the consistency of a not too 
thick glazier's putty, so that it can be 
balled and rolled out in the hand. 
Slate dust can easily be made by 
crushing small pieces of slate. The 
mass sticks to wood, to metal, to stone, 
and in fact to everything that is not 
greasy and closes every opening air- 
tight—Scientific American. 


Despite the utmost vigilance of our 


efficient secret service men, the mak- 
ing counterfeit money in this country 
has not been wholly suppressed. Spu- 
rious coins and paper tokens occasion- 
ally get into circulation and some of 
these are so well done as almost to 
defy detection by experts. 


Among the latest samples of the 


counterfeiters' art is a $10 bill, one of 
the cleverest imitations on record. A 
speciment of this issue was received 
and paid out by several banks, being 
regarded by all who handled it as 
genuine. In time it reached the sub- 
treasury at New York and there its 
spuriousness at once became known. 


On first inspection the bill appears 


to be a real product of the treasury 
department, but when held up to the 
light the little particles of silk, whicli 
in a genuine bill are curved and 
twisted in the paper, are seen to be 
straight 
and 
hard. A 
magnifying 


glass shows some very slight discrep- 
ancies between the face of the bill 
and that of a genuine one. 


Subtreasury officials state that the 


bogus note was engraved by a master 
in the art who may once have been 
employed in the bureau of engraving 
at Washington. Every person who re- 
ceives a $10 bill, says Leslie's Week- 
ly, should apply to it at least the sim- 
ple test above given of holding it up 
to the light and noting the condition 
of the silk threads.

Damage Suits Follow Auto Accident 


J, Wallace Noel and Kdward Mtir- 


reu, of L'ouowago township, through 
their attorney, W. C. Slieely, Esq , 
brought suit in this county last week 
against William P. Deviue, of Han- 
over, lor damages alleged to have been 
sustained in an automobile accident 
on the Hanover and Mc^herrystowii 
turnpike last August. 


In the statement Hied in the cases 


plaintiffs allege that they were driving 
at a moderate rate of speed on the 
right side of the road when the auto- 
mobile of Mr. Deviue crashed into 
their vehicle, having failed to display 
two lights visible two hundred yards 
distant and failing 
"to operate his 


automobile so as not to endanger the 
property, live? aud limbs of other per- 
sons lawfully using the highway." 


Mr. Noel alleges that he was violent- 


ly thrown from his conveyance aud 
dragged by the automobile for thirty 
or forty feet, that he was cut in the 
eye aud was severely injured iu his 
spine aud in the muscles of his back 
aud the muscles aud nerves of his back 
were injured, strained, torn and lacer- 
ated, in "consequence whereof 
the 


plaintiff was confined to his bed and 
has become sick, crippled aud per- 
manently injured," unfitting him for 
his occupation of motorman aud work- 
man. 


Mr. Murren alleges that be was 


dragged thirty or forty feet, that he 
had two teeth knocked out, that his 
hip aud ankle were injured, bis arm 
bruised, his face torn, bruised aud 
lacerated aud that he has been totally 
unfitted and is unable to continue his 
occupation as a farmer. He also al- 
leges injuries to his horse aud damages 
to the vehicle.

Xmas Gifts m Schools 


Superintendent Martiu G. Brum- 


baugh of Philadelphia, discourages in 
the schools under hjs management the 
exchange of gifts between pupils aud 
teachers. 
He maintains that the 


practice of giving Christmas presents 
to the teacher is objectionable for sev- 
eral reasons. 
Fiistit is liable to 


arouse envy and perhaps cause paiu 
among those pupils who can not afford 
to ofler a present. These children see 
a child of well-to-do parents give a 
teacher a handsome gift, and 
they 


naturally desire to do the same. 
Either they are grieved because they 
cannot find the means to purchase a 
a present, or tlee they do so at a great 
personal sacrifice, probably unwar- 
ranted. 
Again there is danger of one 


child trying to outstrip his fellows in 
the matter of giviug. Another dau- 
ger is that the teacher may be preju- 
diced, iunoceutly perhaps, iu favor of 
the child whose gift is the most gen- 
erous or costly, aud even if such a 
prejudice does not exist the chances 
are that the rest of the pupils will be- 
lieve their more lavish companion to 
receive special favor trom the teacher.

If all the gifts presented to a 
class of pupils are not uniform there 
is always danger of one child believ- 
ing be or she had not received so de- 
sirable a gift as that presented to an- 
other. 
This often causes bitterness 


between pupils, and from some pupils 
to the teacher.

Telling Age of a Fish. 


The age of a fish can be determine! 


with accuracy by inspection of the 
otoliths or bony concretions which. 
are found in the auditory ai:paratus. 
These otoliths increase in .size dur- 
ing the entire life of the fish, eacfi. 
year adding two layers, a light col- 
ored layer formed in summer and ,\ 
dark layer formed in autumn ami 
winter. 


The alternate layers are 
sharply 


contrasted and very distinct, so that 
there is no difficulty 
in 
counting 


them, .The number of pairs of layers 
is equal to the number of years the 
fish has liyed. By this method Wal- 
lace has made an interesting study of 
the distribution of fishes of the plaice 
species over various sea bottoms, ac- 
cording to age. In this way the ra- 
pidity of growth of fishes and the ef- 
fect of fisheries on the population of 
the sea can be determined.—Scientific 
American.
